A small news story that, appeared recently In th» 
Torrance Press indicated that the coffers of the city 
of Torrance had been bolstered with the quarterly alloca­ 
tions of sales and use tax money from the State Board of 
Equalization.

Specifically, the amount received was $352,723, 
which reflected a 3.1 percent hike over the same quarter 
of the preceeding year.

This allocation represents the city's share of the 
sales tax money that each of u* pays when we make a 
purchase. " / 

PARKS, PLAYGROUNDS
The money is used to acquire land for parks and 

playgrounds, f.o staff them with trained help, to main­ 
tain them as a safe and pleasant, place to play and relax.

It pays a large proportion of the costs of city gov­ 
ernment, salaries of city employees, costs of city equip­ 
ment.

Tt defrays a portion of the cost of pol.ice and fire 
protections including stations, provides for libraries and 
even for crossing guards to protect children on their 
 way to school.

These funds, supplemented with city property 
taxes, may be used for any public or municipal purpose 
that the city council decides.

Totaling well over $1,250,000 each year, the source 
of this money is the wage earner and the consumer of 
the community.

The continued Increase In this revenue reflects on« 
thing   the continuing growth of population In Tor­ 
rance.

The self-center opinions of the vociferous few who 
uould like to restrict the growth of the city so that new 
schools would not have to be built »hould be taken with 
a large grain of salt.

County Seeks Standards 
In Zoning, Construction

On motion of Supervisor 
Kenneth Hahn, the Board of 
Supervisors has requested 
County officials to conduct 
studies which will lead to eli­ 
mination of confusion in mat­ 
ters involving planning and 
zoning of property, and the 
construction of buildings by 
providing uniform zoning and 
building codes throughout 
Los Angeles County.

Tn making the motions, 
Supervisor Hahn pointed out 
the need for uniform stand­ 
ards by pointing out that 
many persons have their 
homes in one community or 
city, work in another, and 
own property in other areas.

"Since each city in Los An­ 
geles County has different 
standards and teminology for 
zoning and each jurisdiction 
has different building and 
safety codes, it becomes very 
confusing and frustrating to 
the public." he declared. 

RECOMMEND
The Regional Planning 

Commission was requested to 
study and recommend uni 
form zoning standards and 
usages in order to eliminate 
the confusion which now 
exists.
